Struggle to

Washington, July 22. — 


(AP)—A crushing house de- 
feat of its controversial farm 
plan set the administration to 
work today on salvage opera- 
tions in the senate. 


With a powerful combina- 


tion of Democrats and Repub- 
licans hi control, the house 
late yesterday voted 239 to 
170 to kill a proposed "trial 
run" of the farm subsidy plan 
of Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan on eggs, potatoes 
and wool. The coalition was 
led by Rep. Gore (D-Tenn), 
normally an administration 
follower. It triumphed despite 
a plea, froin Speaker Rayburn 
(D-Texa») to give the Bran- 
nan plan a try. 


Instead, the house voted 383 to 


25 to continue for another year 
the rigid wartime farm price sup- 
port* at 90 per cent of parity. 
Parity is a computed price intend- 
ed to give fanners a purchasing 
power In fair relationship to the 
cost of things they must buy. 


Compromise Possible 


Today Senator Elmer Thomas 


(D-Okla), chairman of the senate 


" agriculture committee, indicated 


he hoped to turn the tide in the 
senate, or at least gain a com- 
promise.

Are Up Again 


Washington, July 22—(AP) — 


The government's cost of living 
index went up 0.2 per cent in the 
month ended June 15, largely be- 
cause of a rise in food prices. 


The Bureau of Labor statistics 


reported its consumers' price in- 
dex was 169.6 per cent of the 
1935-39 average on June 15. That 
was 1.2 per cent lower than a 
year ago, 27.2 per cent higher 
than in June, 1946, when most 
price controls were lifted, and 72 
per cent above the August, 1939, 
Index. 


Food prices rose 0.9 per cent 


during the month. There were also 
advances for rents and 
fuels: 


Prices of house f u r n i s h i n g s 
dropped 
1.2 per cent, clothing 


prices went down 0.5 per cent, and 
prices of miscellaneous goods and 
services dropped 0.2 per cent. 


The food price index on June 15 


was 204.3 per cent of the 1935- 
39 average. That was 4.6 per cent 
below a year ago but 40 per cent 
abov« Uw June, 1946, level.

Just How Far Does Europe 


Think Uncle Sam Will Go? 


By DEWTTT MACKENZE 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
Beverley Baxter, distinguished 


member of John Bull's parliament, 
declared during an economic de- 
bate in the house of commons he 
was "not at all certain that the 
third British empire will not see 
the return of the American con- 
tinent" 


"There is only one solution to 


the 
world's 
economic 
disaster 


which is approaching," said Mr. 
Baxter. "That is for the Ameri- 
cans and Canadians to find some 
way to come into the sterling eco- 
•taomy, with free interchangeable 
currency, as* this country, in the 
19th century, went into America, 
after the civil war, and built up 
American economy." 


Now Take Notice 


Well, now, that's a suggestion 


which makes us Yankees (and I 
dare say our Canadian neighbors) 
sit up and take notice. We are 
terribly allergic to anything which 
even slightly impinges on our 
sovereignty. Was the MP speak- 
ing politically or economically, or 
both? 


From the political standpoint 


America of course isn't going to 
tear up her declaration of 1776. 
That was rather well implemented 
at the time—and it stands. Cana- 
da, too, has made it clear that 


she intends to go her sovereign 
way with no closer British tie 
than that of membership in the 
Commonwealth. 


As a matter of fact, this column 


believes that empires, in the gen- 
erally accepted sense of the term, 
are on their way out. We may 
have Commonwealths and other 
liberal forms of association, but 
empires—no. 


However, we needn't labor this 


point, but assume that Mr. Baxter 
was thinking largely in terms of 
non-bolitical 
association 
which 


would be of mutual advantage/eco- 
nomically and in the way of mili- 
tary security. That is, an exten- 
sion of the association which al- 
ready exists and which the much 
debated Atlantic pact would fur- 
ther strengthen in the defensive 
sense. 


Idealist's Dream* 


Certainly there is much to be 


done in the way of improving in- 
ternational 
relations. We may 


even be working toward the ideal- 
ist's dream of "one world" in 
which a real United Nations will 
serve as a universal parliament 
The United States has given full 
evidence that she wants to play 
her part in this transformation. 


However, my observation is that 


it will be a mistake if foreign 
countries believe there is no limit 


to which the United States will 
go. We hope that we have given 
generously of our moral support 
and our material wealth. We ex- 
pect to give more. 


But as I read the signs the time 


is rapidly approaching when Uncle 
Sam is going to tighten up on 
his material assistance abroad. He 
has his own people to think about 
and he isn't going to jeopardize 
their welfare by tossing his^purse 
into the international kitty. 


The United States has made 


more than generous appropriations 
to assist in the rehabilitation of 
war-torn 
Europe. The Marshall 


plan has put trie European Dem- 
ocracies on the road to recovery. 
More help has been promised. 


Nevertheless full 
rehabilitation 


depends, not on the largess of 
Uncle Sam, but on the efforts of 
the afflicted nations themselves. 
Nobody has asked them to pull 
themselves up by their bootstraps, 
but they are expected to jump in 
and work out their own slavation 
with the aid which has been given. 


Actually Britain and most of 


the continental countries are mak- 
ing a gallant fight for recovery. 
Still, here and there one observes 


nation which isn't quite pulling 


its weight, and it is well that all 
hands understand America is go- 
ing to protect its own economic 
security and maintain its rights.

Poor Farming 
Is Drying Up 


Lake Decatur 


Springfield, 111., July 22— (AP) 


—Poor and wasteful farm land insurance 
management is drying up Lake 
Decatur and other downstate Illi- 
nois artificial lake, state scientists 
said today.
